The coroner of Henry county does 
not feel sufficiently informed in the 
Starbpek case to say whether it is a 
case of murder or suicide. 
The circumstances will to a certain 
extent bear out any of the theories 
heretofore advanced, but will prove 
none of them. 
Gipe, the y oung man under arrest 
has not only made conflicting stories 
but false ones. 
His alibi is not clear. 
The unprobability of the theory that 
Mrs. Starbuck was murdered by her 
husband becomes more evident each 
day . 
Tests will be made however to 
prove whether or not the woman’s 
cries could be heard from the house or 
not. A very strong argument in the 
husband’s favor is the fact that he 
allowed her to live. 
If he had com­ 
m itted the crime lie would have run 
no risk of her regaining her reason and 
telling all. 
The coroner is said to lean a ¿little 
toward the suicide theory , but his 
views are not shared by the neighbors. 
Many people, however, do not bo 
lieve that the theory of the coroner 
is correct. 
Sheriff Christopher and 
Detective Curry , wffio have been work­ 
ing night and day on the my stery , 
say they do not believe that the wo­ 
man first killed her child and then 
jumped into « .he well. 
They say that 
they have evidence which will con­ 
clusively show that the woman could 
not possibly have received the w’ouDds 
which were found upon her face In 
any other way than at the hands of 
some assailant. 
The accepted theory of a large por­ 
tion of the people is that Mrs. Star- 
buck was seized with a sudden attack 
of puerperal insanity , which either 
caused a homicidal desire, or gave 
her the hallucination that some mon­ 
ster was after her child. 
She ran to 
the telephone to call for help; then 
she dropped the receiver, threw open 
the wundow, tore the mosquito bar 
from it, and, imagining she saw this 
monster, or perhaps a man outside, 
turned back, caught up her child, ran 
out of the south door and made for 
the old well, the first place that came 
to her frenzied mind, darted through 
the gates, and when she reached the 
well threw in the child and jumped 
In after it, and that her shrieks and 
screanis were caused because she im­ 
agined this monster that she raved 
about had followed her. 


Echo o f Epidemic. 


Another echo from the dread sm all­ 
pox epidemic of 1902 at Knightstown 
is the filing in the Appellate Court of 
an ap]>eal from the verdict of the 
Henry county jury giving Mrs. Pearl 
Homer $200 damages for losses and 
abuses suffered at the hands of the 
city authorities during the time when 
the dread disease held the Homer 
household in confinement and subject­ 
ed them to inconveniences. 
She sued 
the city for $1500.

He lias made more than 1,000 as­ 
censions, and his daring feat« in m id­ 
air have thrilled vast audiences in 
every state of the union. 
He introduced the popular feature 
of taking live animals up with him 
and causing them to descend safely in 
a 
little 
parachute. 
The 
realistic 
snowstorm is his invention and the 
aerial artillery battle was first exhibi­ 
ted by him. 
The story of *his first ascent is 
stranger than fiction. 
He had never 
seen a balloon ascension before he 
made his first attempt. 
There was to be an agricultural fair 
at the little town of Dalton and Bald­ 
win, a green country boy , secretly ' 
made up his mind to give a perfor­ 
mance not described on the bills. 
He 
had saved some money and, without 
the knowledge of his parents, sent to 
a balloon manufacturer for one of the 
smallest bags witli a parachute and 
naked trapeze attached, and when it 
arrived instructions came w ith it. 
When the balloon was taken to the fair 
grounds no one knew who was • to 
make the ascent. 
Thousands of peo­ 
ple crowded around the swaving bal­ 
loon, which had been properly in 
flated. 
When y oung Baldwin stepped for­ 
ward, dressed in red tights with a 
silken sash about his waist, the as­ 
tounded people cheered and many of 
them wept. His aged mother wasfran- 
tic and pleaded with him to abandon 
the wild project. But he w as not to be 
changed from his foolhardy purpoee, 
and, giving the word to let go the 
ropes, he was jerked into the sky . 
He was almost out of sight, really 
more than 10,000} feet high, wdien he 
pulled the ropes that released the |*ara- 
chute, and dropped with lightning 
swiftness toward the earth. 
It ap­ 
peared^ hat the parachute would never 
open, but finally it spread with a 
snap and then he began to drift, 
slowly settling to the earth. 
He say s 
in all respects it was the most success­ 
ful ascension he has ever made.

Strike Interupted. 


Bo th Sides to the Co ntro v ersy 


Rema in Firm in Their Orig ­ 


ina l Determina tio n. 


Chicago, July 16.—Negotiations for 
peace in the stocky ards strike are 
practically at a standstill today and 
the strike will continue until one side 
or the other abates something of the 
demands up to the present time. 
Both sides are anxious for a peace­ 
able settlement, but the stumbling 
block to a final adjustment is that 
neither side is prepared to allow the 
other to dictate the basis of the ar­ 
bitration. 
The packers considered Mr. Don­ 
nelly ’s 
reply 
to 
their 
proposition 
Thursday night, but it proved unsatis­ 
factory , and the union officials were 
notified that it would be Impossible to 
reach an agreement along the lines 
suggested by Mr. Donnelly . 
In their 
answer to Mr. Donnelly the packers 
declared themselves willing to arbi­ 
trate, but stipulated that the arbitra­ 
tion should include the entire scope of 
the strike and not be subject to re­ 
strictions or limitations of any kind. 
This communication of the packers 
was identical with the one sent by 
them 
io Mr. Donnelly on Thursday , 
and to which his counter proposition 
was a reply . 
With the reply of the 
packers was sent a note to Mr. Don­ 
nelly notify ing him that if he desired 
another conference with them thoy 
would be pleased to meet him in an­ 
other effort to reach a basis of arbi­ 
tration. 
The allied trades unions at the 
stocky ards are becoming restless and 
unless a settlement is reached in the 
near future, they may decido to stop 
w'ork in sy mpathy with the men al­ 
ready out. The members of the allied 
crafts at the y ards In this city number 
between 14,000 and 15,000, and a ma­ 
jority of them belong to the union. A 
mass meeting of these men will be 
held tonight, when the question of 
their quitting work will be discussed. 
The work in the packing plants in 
this city was continued today on a 
much larger scale than at any time 
since the strike has been declared. 
Many new men have boon employ ed, 
among whom, it is said, are many 
¿killed workmen, and the packers de­ 
clare that they are doing better than 
they expected they would be able to 
do, at the time the old employ es quit 
work. 
With the increase in the work­ 
ing force the packing houses are able 
to fill all orders and slaughtering Is 
done on a sufficiently heavy scale to 
warrant some buy ing at the y ards. 
The workmen who have taken the 
places of the strikers are not molest­ 
ed while In the y ards, and as long as 
they continue at work the packers de­ 
clare that a meat famine can be avert­ 
ed for many weeks. 
Around the stocky ards district the 
expressed opinion 
hr that the strike 
will last well into next week. 
Com­ 
mission men and traders who are gen­ 
erally in touch with the situation sent 
dispatches to shippers throughout the 
country advising them to hold their 
livestock until later and warning them 
especially to refrain from sending the 
usual heavy shipments on Monday 
morning.

William Cook, who 
found the dead body in his cab shed, 
was before the grand Jury for a long 
time, and he gave the jury a definite 
Idea of the surroundings of the shed 
where the body of the murdered girl 
was found. 
Coroner Plummer was 
closeted with the grand Jury for sev­ 
eral hours. 
The rumor that a new 
man, of this city , is under suspicion, 
Vs not confirmed by the officials.

now' depends chiefly upon acclimati 
zation and rapidity of propagation. 
They do not injure the crops at all.

SOME PLAIN FACTS 


Th e Rep u b lican Reco rd In th e Matter 
o f Tru sts. 


(New York World, Dem.) 
1. The anti-trust law was framed 
by a Republican, was passed by a Re­ 
publican house and a Republican sen­ 
ate, was signed by a Republican presi­ 
dent. 
2 . Th e law remained a dead letter 
on the statute books during the entire 
second term of Grover Cleveland, a 
Democratic president. 
Through those 
four years of Democratic administra­ 
tion all appeals and all efforts of the 
World to have the law enforced were 
met with sneers, jeers and open con­ 
tempt from a Democratic attorney gen­ 
eral, Richard Olney, who pretended 
that the law was unconstitutional, and 
who would do nothing toward prose­ 
cuting violators of It. 
3. The first effort to enforce the law 
was made by Theodore Roosevelt, a 
Republican president. 
The first at­ 
torney generai to vigorously prosecute 
offenders and to test the law was a 
Republican attorney general, Philan­ 
der C. Knox . 
4. The decision of the supreme court 
of the United States, given as a finality 
from which there is no appeal, uphold­ 
ing the law as perfectly constitution­ 
al and absolutely impregnable in every 
reepect, as the World for twelve years 
constantly insisted, was due to five 
judges, every one of whom is a Repub­ 
lican. 
5. The dissenting minority of the 
court Included every Democratic judge 
of that tribunal, to-wit: 
Chief Justice 
Fuller of Illinois. Mr. Justice White 
of Louisiana, # nd Mr. Justice Peck- 
ham of New 'fork. 
All these distin­ 
guished Democrats not only voted 
against the constitutionality of the 
law, but denounced it as a danger to 
the republic. 
6. Under 
these 
circumstances 
it 
does not seem probable that the Dem­ 
ocrats can make great capital in seek­ 
ing to monopolize the anti-trust issue 
and 
charging the Republican party 
with the crime of being owned body 
and sc'd by the trusts. 
It is as well to record some plain 
truths, however unpleasant or sur- 
prising.

St. Petersburg, July 16.—The lack 
of further official news regarding the 
engagement at Port Arthur on the 
night of July 10 is very puzzling. That 
the Japanese were heavily defeated 
is not doubted here, but in the ab­ 
sence of further information the ex ­ 
tent of the disaster that befell them 
is beginning to be seriously ques­ 
tioned. 
Definite news has been received 
from Viceroy Alex teff’s headquarters 
at Mukden that the week before the 
engagement at Port Arthur, Major 
General Fock administered a severe 
defeat on July 4 and July 
6, driving 
them from the heights that command 
Lusantan Pass, with a loss of 2,000. 
This is considered here as proof that 
there has been heavy fighting before 
the fortress of Port Arthur and as 
making the silence of Tokio regarding 
it all the more significant.

Washington, July 16.—O. F. Cook, 
the discoverer of the Guatemalan boll 
weevil-eating ants, has wired the de­ 
partment of agriculture from Tex as 
that the new ants are destroying cot­ 
ton boll worms and are attacking sim­ 
ilar 
injurious 
insects 
with 
even 
even greater avidity than they do the 
boll weevil. 
Another important fact 
is that the ants do not injure at all 
the ladybird larvae, which are bene­ 
ficial insects. 
Mr. Cook reports that the agricul­ 
tural value of the ants now depends 
chiefly upon acclimatization and rap­ 
idity of propagation. 
These matters 
are being investigated. 


Th e Rep o rt Is Rep eated . 
St. Petersburg, July 16.—A special 
dispatch rfom Ta Tche Kiao dated 
July 14 repeats the account of the 
attempted storming of Port Arthur on 
July 16, and says that the Russians 
assumed the offensive and attacked 
with the bayonet. 
The Japanese re­ 
tired in the wildest disorder.

Chinese estimate the Japanese losses 
at 22,000. The spirit of the Japanese, 
the dispatch says, is sinking as the 
result of the Port Arthur defeat.

Ta Tche Kiao, July 14.—(Delayed In 
transmission).—The latest reports re­ 
garding the storming of Port Arthur 
July 10 piace the Japanese losses In 
killed or wounded at 25,000 and those 
of the Russians at 5,500. 
The Jap­ 
anese retired and the Russians occu­ 
pied the position. The Japanese have 
now changed their frontal position 
and a big battle is ex pected at the 
eastern portion of the defenses owing 
to the Japanese turning movement. 


All Qu iet Ab o u t Mu kd en . 
Mukden, July 16.—All is quiet in 
the direction of the Russian left flank. 
The populace is following peaceful 
occupations and working In the fields. 
It seems certain that the Japanese 
right flank is weak. 
According to 
th© Chinese the Japanese are making 
great 
preparations for the coming 
rains, which are due In earnest about 
July 31. 
The rains heretofore have 
been merely chance downpours. 


Fatal Fo u rth of Ju ly In ju ries. 
Indianapolis, July 16.—Two report 
3 
of fatal lockjaw cases as a result of 
Fourth of July celebrations have oeen 
made to the coroner. Two boys have 
died from this cause. William Holzer, 
fourteen years old, injured himself 
in the hand by the accidental dis­ 
charge of a Flobert rifle. 
Tetanus or 
lockjaw, resulted and he died in great 
agony. 
The other case was that of 
Herbert 8nell, fifteen years old, who 
was injured in the hand by the pre­ 
mature ex plosion of a cannon crack­ 
er. 
In both oases the wounds were 
dressed and the bovs had, apparently, 
fully recovered before the terrible dis­ 
ease developed.
